Kamloops, May 30.—At six this even- 


ing the jury in the C. P. R. train rob- 


bery case retired. At eight they were 
still out and there was no sign of an 


agreement. The end of the case came 


more suddenly than was expected, for 
the defence offered no evidence at all. 
This afternoon deputy attorney gener- 
al Maclean commenced his address. He 
traced the history of the crime which 


he declared was carefully planned. He 
defended the action of the Mounted 
Police. Counsel for accused declared 
that they were not the men who com- 
mitted the crime, and regretied that 
the rea] culprits were miles away. Jus- 
tice Irving in summing up, weighed the 
evidence of both sides and impressed 
on the jury the fact that circumstan- 
tial evidence might be enough to find 
the prisoners guilty.
